STORY OF FIGHT ON 
THE BREEDERS’ LAW. 


JEFFPRSON CITY, March 10.—The ac- 
tion of the Missouri Senate yesterday in 
deciding, by a vote of 18 to 13, to repeal! the 
breeders’ law, paves the way for the pas- 
sage of a statute to prohibit unconditional- 
ly bookmaking and poolselling at the race- 
tracks. 

House bill No. 716, to take the place of 
the breeders’ law, will probably come up 
for consideration some time today. Wheth- 
er the vote on this bill will be the same as 
on the repeal is still doubtful. 

There is a dieposition on the part of one 
or two senators to vote for a compromise 
bill to limit the period of racetrack gam- 
bling. 

With a full attendance the Senate, judg- 
ing from the vote taken yesterday and the 
attitude of absent senators who are ex- 
pected here today, may pass the new antli- 
gamblinbd bill. 

Those absent when yesterday's vote was 
taken are: Senators F. M. McAllister of 
Monroe County, Thomas J. Buchanan of 
Moniteau County and George R. Curry of 
Ogark County. 

McAllister, who had been undecided, made 
up his mind at the last moment to vote 
for repeal, and Curry is already on rec- 
ord that way. The cause of Senator Cur- 
ry'’s absence has not been explained. Bu- 
chanan intended to vote on the side of the 
racing interests. 

If House bill No. 716 should fail of pass- 
age then the racing situation would be just 
where it was before the breeders’ law was 
paseed in 1897.

CLEVELAND, O., March 10.—<After hav- 
ing so far endured the excitement of her 
trial with an apparent equinimity, Mrs. 
Chadwick seems at last to be breaking 
down under the strain of the proceedings. 

The first manifestation of this was evi- 
denced last evening just before court ad- 
journed,. At the time District Attorney 
Sullivan became caustic in his arraign- 
ment in his criticism of the defense. Mis. 
Chadwick, who had hitherto been calm in 
her demeanor; became visibly nervous, and 
as Attorney Sullivan grew more emphat‘c 
she shifted uneasily in her seat and the 
handkerchief which she had heretofore 
held te her face she twisted in her fingers 
with such vehemence that it was rent into 
shreds. 

A marked heightening of color wae ap- 
preciavle ‘in her cheeks, and when at las. 
the scathing arraignment of the district 
attorney. was finished and the court crier 
announced the adjournment of the day’s 
session, she breathed an audible sigh of 
relief and hurried away through a private 
door into the judge's room. From there 
she emerged a few moments later heavily 
velled, and, entering an awaiting carriage, 
was driven rapidly to the jail. 

Arriving at the jail Mrs. Chadwick 
seemed to have lost that “nerve” which 
has so fliar characterized her. Havirg 
gained the seclusion of her cell, she 1s saiu 
to have utterly collapsed. She was at- 
tended by the jail physiclan and the ef- 
fects of her mental and physical condi.i+n 
were plainly visible as she enterel the 
court this morning thovgh she noddd 
pleasantly to the attorneys for the state 
after greeting the men who are conducting 
her case.

Senator Morton's effort was more of a 
whiné than an argument.

Morton devoted nearly three-quarters of 
an hour to the Post-Dispatch, and other 
senators, following his cue, varied their 
weg e~ on the paper in talks of from 
15 to minutes. 

Senator McIndoe of Jasper went out of 
his way to express the “‘virturous indig- 
nation’’ which he appeared to feel, by 
sankey to the prosperity of the Post- 
Jispatch as indicated In the large volume 
of advertising it printed every Sunday. 

The disgrunticd senators, chafing under 
the lash of public criticism, furnished en- 
tertainment for about 250 spéctators, or 
as many as could find their way into 
the Senate chamber. Nearly one-half the 
members of the House came over to hear 
the debate, which was well advertised by 
Senator Monion’s frenzy carly in the day. 


Appeals for Decency. 

The closing arguments for the repeal of 
the breeders’ law were made by Senators 
Avery of Lincoln County, Young of Texas 
County and Ely of Bunklin County. The 


specches were devoted not to the newspa- 
pers, with whom they said they had no 
fault to find, but to the question at 
issue: Whether racetrack ambling shall 
be permitted to go on in Missouri. Their 
speeches were brief, but emphatic and 


pointed. 

After 
analyzing ‘the arguments made in behalf 
of the racetrack interests, whch inciuded 
references to the speeches made by Sen- 
ators Morton, Hicks, Kinealy, Wornall and 
Farris of Crawford, and Farris of Stod- 
dard County, he appealed to the Senate 
in the name of decency, in the name of 
the honor of the state, to put an end to 
the racetrack evil. 

Hie turned to Senator Hicks, the vet-

dreadful conditions. A dust storm of mir- 
ricane violence was blowing, concealing 
friend and foe, while through the opaque 
yellow veil the streams of wounded and 
camp followers plodded northward. 

The war office this morning had little 
consplation to offer to the pitiful inquiries 
for news. The papers are filled with long 
lists of those killed in the earlier Gays of 
the fighting, and the churches are crowd- 
ed with wives, mothers and sisters pray- 
ing that their loved ones be spared. 

At last all classes seem to have joined 
.in the common grief. Ail hope of Kuropat- 
kin waiting for an opportune moment to 
strike and convert defeat into victory has 
been abandoned even by the military crit- 
ics, and the papers in a dolorous strain 
chronicle the last and worst reverse to the 
Russian arms. 

The only consolation they find is that 
the Russian troops have been conquered by 
a wonderful foe, declaring there is some- 
thing uncanny about the desperate expedi- 
ent which the Japanese successfully em- 
ployed at Diashuntun, when, during the 
storm, the Japanese lines actually faced 
about, apparently ffring into their own re- 
serves, deceiving the Russians and backing 
into the Russian wire entanglements before 
the ruse was discovered. History, military 
men say, does not parallel such desperate 
fanatical valor.

The papers at the same time are filled 
with recrimination. Russian diplomacy is 
blamed for not including in the theater of 
operations the territory west to the Sinmin- 
tin road, which Field Marshal Ovama used 
to accomplish his bold turning movement 
and criticism is heaped upon Kuropatkin.

OF BREEDERS’ LAW

Paper Early Called Attention to 
Corrupt Influences Racing Un- 
der Obnoxious Measure Was 
Having Upon Legislation. 


ITS EXPOSE SHOWED ROOT 


OF GREAT GAMBLING EVIL. 


. 


Call Upon Citizens to Fight for 

. Safeguard of Homes Was Met 
by Business Leagues of St. Louis 
and State. 


What can be done by a great newspaper 
when it takes it upon itself to stamp out 
a great evil which is a mafter of vital 
importance to the general public is clearly 
shown by the work done by the Post-Dis- 
patch in the repeal of the so-called breed- 
ers’ law, a statute which has been clearly 
shown to have operated for the profit of 
tne few and the ruin of the many. 

Early in December, 1904, the Post-Dis- 
patch called attention to the evils of the 
breeders’ law and pointed out, both by 
editorials and by news items, that the in- 
fluence of the owners of the racetracks, 
which were owned and controlled by a 
syndicate, the St. Louis representatives be- 
ing Cella. Adler & Tilles, who controlled 
both Delmar and the Fair Grounds tracks, 
was a public blot on the state. The Post- 
Dispatch called attention to the corrupt in- 
fluence that racing under the obnoxious 
law was having upon legisi&tion, the clique 
which controlled the poolselling at the 
tracks, as well as the tracks themselves, 
having at all tirnes men in its direct em- 
ploy whose aim it whs to control and in- 
fluence legislation. 

At one time a full page of specific in- 
stances, where men had committed crimes 
which could be directly traced to racetrack 
gambling, was printed, names, dates and 
addresses being given. This expose showed 
the deep root of the evil, wherein young 
men stole from their employers to play 
against what was a “sure thing’ for those 
in charge of the poolselling at the races. 
It showed numerous instances where fami- 
lies went hungry through the machinations 
of the ‘‘gang.”’ 


Commended in Letters. 


The effect of the publication was imme- 
diate. Commendatory letters immediately 
began to pour into the paper and it was 
urged by hundreds to keep up the good 
work. 

Realizing that. it would be necessary to 
crystallize this general sentiment into an 
active organization to combat the efforts 
of the racetrack syndicate, which had a 
close organization in §t. Louls, Kansas 
City and Jefferson City, backed by almost 
unlimited funds and having in its direct 
employ some of the most adroit and skill- 
ful politicians, the Post-Dispatch called on 
the people to get together and make a sys- 
tematic fight to repeal the nefarious law. 

Almost immediately meetings Were called 
by the various bodies of the city, Including 
the Business Men's Leagues Of the differ- 
ent parts of the city, the Minister's Al- 
fiance, Dpworth League, Christian kn- 
social organizations. Fifteen organized 
social organization. Fifteen organized 
bodies met, and, at the suggestion of the 
Post-Dispatch, passed resodutions favoring 
the repeal of the law. 

These organizations represented fully 
one-half of the population of St. Louis, 

Later, again at the suggestion of the 
Post-Dispaitch, representatives of these 
severai bodies met and appointed an execu- 
tive committee to take up an active cam- 
paign to have the breeders’ law repealed. 
The committee consisted of Thomag §. Mc- 
Pheeters, chairman; Gen. George H. 
Shields, Rev. Dr. J. W. Willlamson, Nel- 
son McLeod and George 8. Jonna. 

A legislative committee, consisting of 
George H. Williams, F. N. Judson and 
Circuit Attorney Arthur Sager, was also 
appointed at the second meeting. 


Aggressive Campaign Begins. 

These committees were charged with 
conducting an eggressive campaign to ac- 
compush the purpose of the organization, 
the plan being to make it a people's cam- 
paign against a great public evil. 

There was no difficulty in securing the 
co-operation of the best citizens from all 
parts of the state. Kansas City, moved 
by the St. Louis action, organized to stamp 
out the evil. and from all over the state 
came commendatory responses. 

During all this time the Post-Dispatch 
did not let up for a day in its attitude 
toward the racetrack gambling syndicate. 
It continu to show the evil in its true 
form. and this publication had the effect 


Supporters 
ment, and in this manner ecuoie : 
letters poured into the members of both 
houses of the Legislature. 

Before the session convened, the Post- 
Dispatch, at its own eXpense, sent tele- 
grams to every representative and senator 
asking his attitude toward the repeal of 
the bill. The replies from some were non- 
commitial, othera had no hesitancy in 
coming out flatly for repeal, while some 
were favorable to the retention of the 
law on the statute books of the state. 

In the House a clear majority for repeal 
was promised, the effect of the newspaper 
articles and the organized efforts clearly 
having their effect. A majority of the Sen- 
ate, however, was not committed for re- 
peal. 

When the House committee on criminal 
jurisprudence met to consider the repeal 
bill a large delegation appeared before it 
and presented the best of arguments for 
its passage. 

Alt the hearing before the Senate commit- 
tec on criminal jurisprudence, a full car- 
load of supporters fur the repeal bill went 
to Jefferson Clty, presenting the case of 
the people in the most forcible manner. 

it.was through the vigilance of the Post- 
Dispatch tiat the mistake in the origina! 
Godfrey bill was discovered, the represen- 
tative of the paper finding that, though or- 
Cered engrussed, the bill had never prop- 
erly been through the course required by 
law. 

It was again through the vigilance of 
the Post-Dispatch that the loss of the 
Godfrey bill was made known befere it 
wes too late to have ita loss remedied. 
The popular vo'tce raised by the publication 
in the Post-Dispatch was so loud and 
earnest that there was no lose of Ome in 
having the Halisy 1:1] Jrewn ané n"e- 
sented for action «)mos* immediately after 
the loss of the original hil! was knowa. 

In the arguments before the Senate when 
the bill came up for a final vote fn that 
body, after passing the House by an over- 
whelming majority, the influence which 
the Post-Dispatch had in creating a pup- 
lic sentiment was clearly shown On the 
floor of the Senate; in words that cculd 
not be mistaken, several advocates of the 
retention of the breeders’ law made no 
mincing of matters in stating publicly that 
the movement for repeal was due almost 
entirely to the efforts of the Post-Dis- 
patch. 

For a time the passage of the repeal bill 
looked dubious. The first vote was against 
repeal, but when Senator Hicks arose and 
changed his vote, the success of the efforts 
of the Post-Dispatch and those co-operat- 
ing were crowned with success. 


Showed Repeal Favored. 

The Post-Dispatch, through its inquiry 
in Kansas City, proved that the Elm 
Ridge Club, or the majority of its mem- 
bership, did not favor the gambling law. 

Further, where members of the Legisla- 
ture expressed doubt as to the views of 
their constituents, the Post-Dispatch, by 
telegrams to all parts of their districts, 
showed to these legislators that the great 
majority of their constituents favored re- 
peal of the breeders’ law.

Mrs. Jane L. Stanford 
death. 

The verdict says that death was due to 
strychnine poisoning, the poison having 
been introduced into a bottle of bicarbonite 
of soda with felonious intent by some per- 
son or persons to the jury unknown. 

The end of the inquest, with a positive 
verdict of murder, leaves the police of 
|'Honolulu as much without a clew as when; 
_Mrs. Stanford died. 

High Sheriff licnry said after the inquest 
that it was his opinion that the strychnine 
was placed in the soda in San Francisco 
by a member of Mrs. Stanford's household. 
At the inquest Dr. Shorey testified that 
the strychnine used, as shown by the tests, 
was strychnine such as is not used general- 
ly for medicinal purposes, but used prin- 
cipally for poisoning animals. 

This statement is regarded as of possible 
assistance in tracing the purchase of the 
poison. 

The jury returned its verdict after about 
two minutes’ deliberation. 

The detectives, who are expected to arrive 
from San Francisco on the steamer Ala- 
meda tomorrow, may be able to take up the 
investigation on new lines. The local police 
admit that they are at sea.

News disnpatcue® from Los Angeles say 
Mrs. Miiburn was last seen alive Feb. 22, 
at which time she was on an electric 
cur her way to Ocean Park, Santa 
Mo or Plaza deel Rey. With her was 
a man, ntly a stranger in that sec- 
to whom she was explaining the 
properties through which they passed. 

In her effects at Los Angeles has been 
a visit to a clairvoyant which, as told in 
Thursday's Post-Dispatch, she made a 
short while before her death: 

“Gave correct description of person, said 
he was hurt internally, but would recover 
and live ahout elght or ten months, and 
at tne last wou'd die suddenly. Clots of 
blood would form in the herrt, closing the 
valve. 1 wouid be preparing to go on a 
journey dnd would postpone. I was his 
savisr, said present investments would 
coine out ail right.” 

W. A. Giore of Steelville, Ul... Mrs. Mil- 
burn’s brother, who has been in St. Louls 
investigating her affairs, returned Thurs- 
day night to his home. Don A. Detrich, 
her brother-in-law, of Chester, Jl, is 
still iu the city. He agaid Friday that her 
affairs here had been tonnd to be in good 
Shape, The report that securities were 
missing was erroncous, he said, all of them 
having been accounted for. He said he did 
not know yet whether the body would be 
buricd in Callfornia or sent to her old 
home near Steelville.

NEW YORK, March 10.—Lest he misread 
his Bible, the World today suggests to 
President Roosevelt not to skip even the 
small “word” or mistake whose 
‘word’ is meant. It says: “When Pres- 
ident Roosevelt took his inaugural oath 
the Bible received the touch of his lps 
on these verses from the Epistle of St. 
James: ‘But be ye doers of the Word and 
not hearers only deceiving your ownselves.’ 
“The object of this text is to teach the 
necessity of acts as well as of beliefs. 
Creeds alone are not sufficient for either 
the salvation of the soul or the welfare 
of the body. Faith without works is en- 
titled to no crown of glory. 

‘President Roosevelt's strength with the 
American people has come most of al! 
from the fact that they believe he is a 
‘doer and not a hearer only.” But he 
should make no mistake as to the ‘word.’ 
for him officially it must ever be the con- 
stitution of the United States as ordained 
and established by the people of the Unit- 
ed States. And the admonition of the text 
that Mr. Roosevelt kissed is not to be in- 
discriminately a doer but a doer of the 
word.”

If we can trust the telegram from St. 
Petersburg, it is already certain that the 
battle of Mukden, though not yet ended, 
is to result in am imporcant victory for the 
Japanese. * * * Our own impression is 
that topographical conditions put a repeti- 
tion of Sedan out of the question. The 
major part of the Russian army wif doubt- 
less manage to find a refuge behind the 
fort'seations of Tie Pass, though a subse- 
quent withdrawal to Harbin may be cecmed 
expedient. The true historical counterpart 
of Mukden is, therefore, not Sedan, but 
Leipzig, from the disabling effects of 
which memorable battle Napoleon ‘ever 
recovered.—The Sun. 


If Kuropatkin succeeds once more in sav- 
ing his army ho will have given himeclf 
tile to the gratitude of his superiors. But 
his saving the army is not even « step 
toward winning the war. It is a war of 
conquest in which Russia is engaged, a 
war which has for its object the undis- 
puted possession of maritime Marchuria 
and the expulsion from ft of the Japanese. 
To retire north of Mukden is to leave the 
enemy in possession of the subject-matter 
of the controversy. And that is as much 
as to say that, even if the Russian army fs 
saved. the war is already ‘ost, and every 
man henceforth killed in the prosecution of 
it will be murdered. If that fact {is not 
plain at St. Petersburg, !t is plain at every 
other capital in Europe, even at Paris —The 
Tienes. 

The world’s greatest battlo continues, but 
its trend is all one way. The Japanefe are 
winning. How great the battle ts {n re- 
spect to fie results may scarcely be judged 
amid the tumuit and the shouting. If it 
proves another Sedan, it ought to do one 
thing which Sedan did not do. It ought 
to end the war. We do not say ft ought 
to do one thing which Sedan did do, name- 
ly, depose the imperial dynasty. But it 
onght to inspire the Emperor to assert his 
imperial will above that of the “war party,” 
which means the party of disaster and hu- 
millation.—Tridune. 


To the steady edvance of Marshal 
Oyama’s forces toward Harbin no single 
agency probably has contributed s9o much 
as the tactical timidity of Kuropatkin. The 
courage, endurance and determination seem 
to be equal on both sides. The truth is 
crystalliged in the fact that the Japanese 
are better led.—Herald.
